Unable To Subjugate 
Chinese Armies 


PEIPING. July 30 (Reuter). 
—The difficulties of the Japanese 
forces in Honan, who are fight- 
ing against large numbers of 
Chinese regulars and militia, 
are described by travellers pass- 
ing through here, 

In the recent drive from Honan~ 
Hupeh border’ to the north jn an 
attempt to entrap Chinese forces, 
the Japanese ore said to have used 
at least 250,000 with tanks ond acro- 


planes, but after months of fighting 
in which heavy casualties were 
suffered on both sides, little progress 
was made, The. major part of the 
province is still in Chinese hands.* 


Evory Man Armed 

The main reason for this is sald 
to be that-the Japanese were unable 
to put cnough men into the field to 
cope with the hordes of Chinese in 
Honan—practically every man en- 
rountered by the travellers was 
armed. Morale and discipline are 
high although ‘armament is inferior 
to the Japanese. — 

The travellers describe terribic 
scenes: of devastation in every, clty— 
the Japanese have been systematic 
ally bombing all clties in Chinese 
territory, the majority of which are 
virtually levelled to the ground, But 
thls, according. to the travellers, Is 
rerving to strengthen the morale ‘of 
the Chinese force and populace. .

HAVANA, July 30. (Reuter). 
—The main points of the Con- 
vention and the “Act of Havana” 
concluded by the Pan-American 
Conference are .riow published 
here and are as follows: ; 

_ "Considering. the destinies of the 
colonies ,of non-American countries 
fn this hemisphere, and that a‘situa- 
tlon, may develop which may .cx- 
tInguiah or materinily impulr their 
sovereignty, the American Republics 
condemn all vidlence. ; 

“The Republics consider possible 
transfers of sovereignty os against 
American sentiments and, the rights 
of American states to maintain their 
security and political Independence, 


. Transfor Unacceptable 

“No such’ transfer would be re- 
cognised or accepted by the American 
Republics no matter what form was 
employed. 

“They reserve the right to judge 
whether any transfer or attempted 
transfer has -the effect of smpairing 
the political independence of 
European possessions in thls hemls- 
phere, > . : 

“The Republics will establish 4 
provisional regime for such regions 
until such time og thelr definitive 
government Is established by free de- 
termination of the people. 

Unquestioned Right 

The Convention continucs: 

“Republics hifve the unquestioned 
right to tale such reglons under their 
administration and deliberate as 10 
thelr destinies, though this does not 
imply abrogation of principle of non- 
intervention. In the cose where u 
provisional regime is decided on, ad- 
ministration will be exerelsed by onc 
or more of the American States. 

“The Admintstration shall be in the 
interests of security of the Americas, 
and for the benefit of the region ad- 
ministered,” ‘ 

The Convention enumerates the in- 
dividual rights which are to be pre- 
acrved by the Administration and the 
States, : 

“Open economic relations shall bo 
malntained with all countries on the 
basis of reciprocity, The first Ad- 
ministration shall be for three years, 
ren¢wable for periods not more than 
ten yéars, i 

“Local revenues will finance the 
Adminstration. . 

Administrative Commission 

“A Commission for. territorial ad- 
ministration {s to be established and 
composed of one representative ‘from 
each country ratifying the Conven- 
tion, Any signatory. may .convoke 
the Commission and two thirds of the 
members constitute a quorum neces- 
sary to take decisions. : 
+ “None of the provisions of the 
Convention refer to territories which 
are ‘subject of dispute or claims be- 
tween European powers und one or 
more of the Republics of the 
Americas. 

“The Convention shall enter into 
force when two-thirds of the Re- 
publics have ratified it. : 

“The Act of Havana repeats the 
principles of the Convention and au- 
thorises the immediate creation of an 
emergency committee composed of 
one representative of each of the 
American republics, two-thirds of the

Rotary Club Speaker 
Extols Attractions 


A talk on Australia was given at 
yesterdoy’s mecting of the Hongkong 
Rotary’ Club by Rotarian A. O. 
Smith.’ Dr, Arthur Woo, President 
of the Club, introduced the speaker 
ng one of the early members of the 
Hongkong. Rotary Club, who had re- 
tired to Australia and then returned 
to this Colony. 

Mr, Smith sald he had had many 
requests for information on Aus- 
tralln, and he hoped to prove that Jt 
was the plact for elther o holfday or 
retirement. He spoke of the history 
of the country. since 1788, when 
Captain Phillip sailed Into Botany 
Bay with 1,000 men. Australia was 
25 times bigger than the British 
Isles, and had 9 population of nearly 
7,000,000, af whom 97 per cent were 
of Britlsh stock, and 77,000 were 
aborigines. After’ describing the 
wealth, cultivation ond Industry of 
the country, the speaker said that the 
ear ond the acroplane.had done much 
to open up the fsolated fastnesses and 
to improve the conditions under 
which settlers lived. 

To the principle.of “White Aus- 
tralfa,” .all political parties In the 
Commonwealth subscribed because 
the white man's standard of ving 
would be endangered if, coloured 
labour were introduced. 

Some of the points that made Aus- 
tralin attractive to live In were the 
cheaper pound and the good Interest 
rates on investnents. The. climate 
was very genial, and snow and sun 
sports could be Indulged Jn; some 
sport nll the year round, In the 
south one occasionally found it cold 
enough to justify an overcoat, é 

The Customs regulations were 
exceedingly’ generous to’ white 
settlers, admitting free, furniture and. 
houschold goods to the value of £100 
for each ‘adult, two children counting 
as one adult for this purpose. The 
speaker said he would not recome 
‘mend taking In heavy furniture but

Cost Of Living 

The cost of living was low In Aus-

and .£3,16.0 os the lowest in any 
State. ~ ae :

She was on 
day. duty, I was on night. At 4,30 
she was put on a train for St 
Nazaire. This is our last evacuation

I left with the last lot at 7,30 p.m. 
It's only about 10 miles to St. 
Nazaire, the port where we were to 
get ao ship, but It was'10 o'clock when 
we arrived, About 150 of us sisters 
were put on a tender with 500 troops. 
In the darkness the tender crept 
about trying to find a ship.. Sudden- 
ly a destroyer loomed ahead. The 
officer shouted that he had 500 men: 
could they take them on board? . The 
answer came “Yes.” Then he called: 
“And I've got. 150 sisters.” A blank 
silence followed that announcement, 
Then after a few moments: “You 
had better follow me. We've got no 
accommodation for women.” ‘ 

So the tender followed the de- 
stroyer for a while until we came

Detailed Analysis Of 


Main Points 


HAVANA, July 30 (Reuter). 
—The main points of the Con- 
vention and the “Act of Havana” 
concluded by the Pan-American 


Conference are now published | 


here and are as follows: 

“Considering the destinies of the 
colonies of non-American countries 
In this hemisphere, and that a situn- 
ilon may develop which may ex- 
tinguish or materially impulr their 
sovereignty, the American Republics 
condemn all violence. ‘ 

“The Republics consider possible 
transfers of sovereignty as against 
American sentiments and the rights 
of Americnn states to maintain thelr 
security and political independence. 

Transfer Unacceptablo 

“No such transfer would be re-, 
cognised or accepted by the American 
Republics no matter what form was 
employed. 

“They reserve the right to judge 
whether any transfer or attempted 
transfer hus the effect of impairing 
the politica! independence of 
Europeun possessions in this hemis- 
phere, 

“The Republics will establish a 
provisional regime for such regions 
unt ‘such time as their definitive 
government is established by free de- 
termination of the people. 

Unquestioned Right 

The Convention continues: 

“Republics hifve the unquestioned 
right to tuke such regions under their 
administration and deliberate as to 
thelr destinies, though this does not 
imply abrogation of principle of non- 
intervention, In the case where a 
provisional regime'is decided on, nd- 
ministration will be exercised by one 
or more of the American States. 

“The Administration shall be In the 
interests of security of the Americas, 
und for the benefit of the region ad- 
ministered," , 

The Convention enumerates the in- 
dividual rights which are to be pre- 
served by the Administration und the 
States, 

“Open economic relations shall be 
muintained with all countries on the 
busis of reciprocity. The first Ad- 
ministration shall be for three years, 
renewable for periods not more than 

ars : 


Adminstration. 
Administrative Commission 

“A Commission for territorial ad- 
ministration is to be established and 
composed of one representative from 
each country rutifylng the Conven- 
tion. Any signatory may convoke 
the Commission and two thirds of the 


members constitute a quorum neces- 
sary to take decisions. 

“None of the provisions of the 
Convention refer to territories which 
ore subject of dispute or clulins be- 
tween European powers and one or 
more of the Republics of the 
Anericas. . 

“The Convention shall enter Into 
force when two-thirds of the Re- 
publics have ratified it. 

“The Act of Havana repeats the 
principles of the Convention and au- 
thorises the immediate creation of an 
emergency committee composed of 
one representative of cach of the 
American republics, two-thirds of the 
membership being sufficient for -a 
Committee to act.”

Main Points 


HAVANA, July 30 (Reuter). 
The main points of the Con- 
vention and the “Act of Havana” 
concluded by the Pan-American 
(Conference are .now published 
here and are as follows: 

"Considering the destinies of the 
colonics of non-American countrics 
in this hemisphere, and that a situa- 
tlon may develop which mny  ex- 
tlngulsh or materially, impuir their 
sovereignty, the American Republics 
condemn all violeace. . 

“The Republics ‘consider possible 
transfers of soverelymty as against 
Americin sentiments and the rights 
of American states to maintain their 
J security and -political independence, 

Transfor Unacceptable 

“No such transfer | would be re 
copnised or accepted by the American 
Republics no‘ matter what form was 
employed. | g 

“They reserve the right to judge 
whether any transfer or attempted 
transfer has the effect of impairing 
the — political independence — of 
European possessions in this hemis- 
phere. 

“The Republics will establish a 
provisional regime for such regions 
until such time ag thelr definitive 
vovernment is establistied by free de- 
termination of the people. 

Unquestioned Right 

Tho Convention continues: 

"Republics hive the unquestioned 
right to take such regions under their 
administration and deliberate as to 
thelr destinies, though this docs not 
imply abrogation of principle of non- 
intervention, In: the case where a 
provisional rejtime is decided on, ad- 
ministration. will be. exercised by ono 
or more of the’ American States. 

“The Administration shall be in the 
interests of security of the Americas, 
and for the benefit of the region ad- 
ministered.” 

The Convention enumerates the in- 
dividual rights which are to be pre- 
served by the Administration and the 
States, 

“Open economle relations shall be 
maintained with oll countries on the 
basis of reciprocity. The first Ad- 
ministration shall be for three years, 


ten years. 

“Local. revenues 

‘Adminstration. 
Administrative Commission 

"A Commission for territorial ad- 
ninistration is to be established and 
composed of.onc representative from 
each country ratifying the Conven- 
tion. Any signatory may  convoke 
the Commission and two thirds of the 
members constitute a quorum neces- 
sary to tale. decisions. 

“None of the provisions of the 
Convention refer to territories which 
ore subject of dispute or clatins be- 
tween European powers and one or 
more of the ‘Republics of — the 
Americas. 

“The Convention shall enter into 
force when two-thirds of the Re- 
publics have ratified dt. 

"The Act of Havana repeats the 
principles of the Convention and au- 
thorises the immediate ‘creation of an 
emergency committee composed of 
one representative of each of the 
American republics, two-thirds of the 
membership being sufficient for a 
Committee to act.”
